Dear Molly, 

It is always nice to receive mail from anyone interested in 
genealogy of the Pendarvis family. I have been researching off and on 
since early 1970s, on all my lines actually, but certainly more on the 
Pendarvis line. 

I have completed my own direct line from Joseph Pendarvis who 
came to Charleston, South Carolina, in Aug. 1671. His only son was 
John Pendarvis. John had three sons by his first wife: Joseph, 
Benjamin and John. Both Benjamin and John died without children. John 
married a second time to Hannah Keys and they had one son, Josiah. John 
had already made his will before the birth of this last child, and 
subsequently died without writing a second will or otherwise providing 
for him, so that left Joseph as his male heir. I descend from this 
Joseph. Thus, so far, Joseph Pendarvis was Generation 1; John Pendarvis 
generation 2; and Joseph Pendarvis was Generation 3. 


Joseph Pendarvis Gen. III: he left his property to Childermas Croft and 
John Hyrne (in trust) for these children: “... James, Brand, William, 
John, Thomas, Mary and Elizabeth children of a negro woman named 
Parthena that lived with me the said Joseph Pendarvis and for the 
survivors of the said children their heirs and assigns for ever.” I am 
not pointing this out because of any feelings on my part about this one 
way or another, but because in my research, and making contact with 
other Pendarvises, I found that many find it “convenient” (shall we say) 
to omit this historical fact, and try to find a way to assume 
descendancy from young Josiah. JI cannot and will not distort facts as I 
found them. Although Joseph did not identify these children as his own, 
(as far as I found) the children are identified in later records as 
children of Joseph Pendarvis. 

Gen. IV. Thomas Pendarvis: I assume he is the youngest son since 
he is always named last among the sons in records. He married Hannah 
Hasfort, daughter of the Hannah Hasfort who m. 2nd John Pendarvis above, 
grandfather of Thomas. (This elder Hannah had m. 3rd Joseph Hasfort.) 
Thomas Pendarvis and Hannah had three children: Sarah, Thomas and 
Joseph. (Named in the Giessandanner records of St. Matthew”s Church 
parish records and the will of Thomas Pendarvis as well as other 
records). After Hannah Pendarvis died ca. very early 1770s, Thomas 
married 2nd Elizabeth , and they had Frederick and Josiah 
Pendarvis. So this gives us names of five children of Thomas Pendarvis, 
four of whom are sons which would carry on the line of Pendarvis. They 
are named in his will (1783). 

In the St. Matthews church records mentioned above, the home of 
Thomas Pendarvis, Gen. IV, is said to have been near The Four Holes. He 
later received a 750 acre land grant in what is now Dorchester County, 
S.C., on Indian Field Swamp which is not far from The Four Holes. He 
left this 750 acre tract of land to three of his sons who in a later 
series of deeds divided it up among themselves. Also, a Thomas 
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Pendarvis had received another land grant in the same general area which 
I believe to have been the son of Thomas Gen. IV. So to this point, 
Thomas Pendarvis, Sr. having died 1783, we now have Thomas, Joseph, 
Frederick and Josiah Pendarvis, Gen V, (brothers) all of whom lived in 
the Dorchester County area, St. George Parish. (James Pendarvis had 
established his home in St. Paul’s Parish; Brand and his descendants had 
established their home in Orangeburg County; if John had married I do 
not know who or where his home was, but do know that he did not leave 
the area for he witnessed legal documents for his brother and brother- 
in-law, etc.; Wm. lived with a woman and sired two children, nothing 
concrete further). 


Gen. V, Joseph Pendarvis: Joseph Pendarvis lived his lifetime on 
his half of the 750 acre tract of land his father Thomas willed to him. 
He died there about 1803/04. I have established by records that he had 
at least two sons: Thomas and Daniel Pendarvis. They too, lived in this 
same area as the above four. So now we have a fairly detailed record of 
six males who lived on in the St. George area of Dorchester County 
(Colleton County at that time, in the early 1800s.) 

My line: Joseph 1; John 2; Joseph 3; Thomas 4; Joseph 5; Daniel 6; 
Joshua Allen 7; Joshua Allen Jr. 8; William Allen 9; and me 10, 72 years 
old. 

Perhaps I have given you more here than you really wanted, but I 
have given this thumbnail sketch of my line to say that James Pendarvis 
of Newnansville, Fla could have descended from the line of any of those 
in bold letters, for he also lived in the same general area of all of 
these. However, I cannot say that he definitely does, or does not, 
belong to this line. I’m sure he was not in my direct line, but could 
have been in any of the side lines. There was also another name 
involved in the above mentioned land division and swaps: Joshua 
Pendarvis. I had believed that he might be a third son of my Joseph, 
Gen. V, but could never prove one way or another. He might have been 
son of Josiah, Gen. V. Josiah’s children, taken from an index to a 
court record, was: John, Joshua, Jacob, Catherine and Betsy (actually 
Elizabeth perhaps?) . ; 

I have extra copies of 1820 and 1830 censuses of this area that I 
will tuck in for you to see perhaps the possibilities from there. 

From the page you sent I gather you have the censuses (1840, 1860) 
of Florida sent to me from Jo Allie Downing of Florida. The same family 
was in the 1850 Census of South Carolina. I will copy that info at a 
later time, and some things from the David Gavin Diary. He says the 
James you have circled did go to Newnansville, Fla. However, it is near 
midnight tonight, so too late to hunt up all the info. I have and send 
this time. , 

Thanks for contacting me. I hope I will have been some help to 
you. Am I related to that James? I don’t know, but the info above 
suggests I could be/might be from a side line. My phone no: (541) 747- 
5785. I was raised in Northern Arkansas but since 1957 have lived in 
Eugene, Oregon, or actually out in the country, but Eugene is my mailing 
address. Please write again and tell me about yourself, and as much as 
you know of your background. Perhaps that would help me to help you 
more. Do you have a computer? I have read some queries from the 
internet about that James Joseph Pendarvis, but don’t remember at this 


time who or what about him.

tive to South Carolina, they had come from Roanoke River in North 
Carolina in 1716 as employees of the colonial government. 

The Rev. Francis Varnod, a Frenchman by birth but serving as the 
Anglican minister to the parish of St. George Dorchester, reported 
on the inhabitants of his parish in 1726. He indicates a single family 
of 6 free Blacks with 9 slaves of their own, a free Black man living 
alone, and 8 free Indians: Nero an Indian, Sam Pickens, Indian (1 
man, 1 woman, 4 children), and Sarah. 

In 1743, there were 65 Kusso men, women, and children residing 
in St. Paul’s Parish. 

Indians began moving into St. Andrew‘s Parish in 1750 because 
of invading Indians on settlement Indians. In 1752, the Rev. Charles 
Martyn reported 100 Indians in that parish. These could have in- 
cluded some Kusso. 

The Kusso Indians had a reservation near Caw Caw Swamp which 
was called “Spoon” (later “Spoons”) referenced on a plat for Jonathan 
Fitch in 1699. This marks the first time that we have a record of the 
Kusso living in St. Paul’s Parish, their home from at least 1699 to 
sometime after 1750. This area is just north of Parkers Ferry. 

Catawba Indians were coming to Parkers Ferry as late as 1821 
where they were led by at least one Kusso who knew where the 
material that was used for Indian pottery was located. . 

It is necessary to look at Charleston, Colleton, and Dorches 
Counties for present-day locations. 


Spoons and The Pendarvis Family — 

Joseph Pendarvis arrived on the First Fleet with his wife, Eliza- 
beth and her daughter Precilla [Priscilla], and his son, John, and 
daughters, Mary [md. Giles Titmarsh] and Ann (md. William Carlile], 
[First Settlers... , Baldwin] He came as a “Servant” to Thomas Hurt 
{Hart?] who arrived August, 1671, on The Blessing. Joseph Pendarvis 
died 1694/5.

I sent the search request below to the archive and they found 
nothing.

For example, Ursula Pendarvis (oldest child? b. abt. 1780/1783) 
married Phillip Jennings. A number of Jennings are buried in Old 
Bethlehem Cemetery No. 1 and No. 2. neither Ursula nor Phillip 
are buried there. I hope to get Ursula's birth date from her head 


stone. From manuscripts in the Barnwell Library I have Elizabeth 
Pendarvis's birth date as 11 Oct 1781. She is said to be the 
fourth child but must be the second by these dates. I have been 
told the Barnwell manuscripts should not be relied on. 


Joseph Pendarvis (1753 - c1791) is shown in the 1790 Census: with 
four children and 41 slaves. Presumably his fifth child had not 
been born when the census was made. I would think a man with 41 
slaves would leave some tracks somewhere. Did Sherman get them

PENDARVIS-GENRATION IV 


Richard Pendarvis, commonly called "Tory Dick" was a South 
Carolina loyalist. 

He lived on May River, in St Helena Parish, Granville (Now 
Beauford) County SC. 

(Jim's note: a feud between Richard Pendarvis and Capt Doharty 
an aggressive leader of the revolutionist resulted in Capt 
Doharty being shot to death in his front yard in March 1779 
and Capt Pendarvis being shot to death in his front yard in 
April 1781.) 


The account of this recontre given in the Georgia Gazette, 
April 19, 1781 reads as follows: 


"Last Friday, April 13, Capt Richard Pendarvis was shot 
dead within twenty yards of his house on May River, where 
one William Patterson was also barbarously murdered. The 
perpetrators consisted of a rebel officer and five men. 
the names of four of the men were Leacraft (prisoner on 
parole), Blackwood, Bettison, and Nathan Gamble, who had 
received and was under protection. 

"The villains afterward went to the house and insulted 
Mrs Pendarvis with opprobrious language, and upon leaving 
took with them three horses and Capt Pendarvis's gun." 


Col John Screven, great-grandson of Elizabeth Pendarvis 

in writing of Richard Pendarvis (who was elder half brother 
of said Elizabeth) remarked: 

"T think, however, it is likely that gross injustice has 
been done his memory. If he was a tory and if he did shoot 
down a man (the uncle of Leacraft) who had repeatedly 
threatened his life, he died like a brave man."
